Pentagon defends firing missile at Iraq 


WASHINGTON — A U.S. F-I6 pilot 
fired a missile Saturday when he thought 
he was being targeted by an Iraqi missile 
site, but no Iraqi radar attempted to lock 
on to the aircraft, the Pentagon said 
Sunday. 

The Pentagon defended the pilot’s, 
action, saying his cockpit insmimcnts 
..had in^cated he t\-as.beinfi.targetcd, and. 
under the rules of engagement he was 
allo wed t o res p ond to w hat p erceiv ed 
as a hostile act 

“Subsequent analysis did not support 
the initial indications of radar activity,” 
the Pentagon said in a statement It ^d 
not say what damage was.done by the 
mipilc, noting that it was still being 
astiissed. . 


A Pentagon military soun%, asked how 
-the confuson oc cur red, said the pilot did - 
hear an auditory sigrul indicatiiig the F- 
16 had been locked onto, but apparently 
it was a false reading, later analysis 
showed. The source spoke on rondidon 
of anonymity.

— Serbia’s ruling couple —

BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) 
— Romanians voted in national 
clcaions Sunday that will help 
determine whether market 
reforms nre pursued with new 
vir.or in one of Easte rn Europe’s 
most backward countries. 

Opinion polls gave .President 
Ion Ilicscu, a former top 
Communist official, a slim lead in • 
his bid for a third term. 

But voters were expected to 
demonstrate their anger about, 
rampiint cdmiption and low liv- 
ing standards by giving the oppo- 


siiion — led by the center-right 
Democratic Convention alliance 
— control of Parliament and thus 
a chance to govern for the first 
time since tiic collapse of 
Communi.sm seven years ago. 

‘T^uhody oughf to stay at 
home, it is our life wc arc talking 
about,” said opposition voter 
Nicolac Nitescu, a 55-ycar-old 
technician in Bucharest. “We 
have to vote for change." 

About 17.3 million of Romania's 
. 23 million dlizcns were eligible to 
vote. Turnout was at 74 percent by 


early evening, according to the 
independent Pro-TV starion. 
Romanian media reported scat- 
tered voting irregularidcs, includ- 
ing ballot fraud and too few ballots.

The opposition made many 
campaign promises — faster pri- 
vatization, an end to corruption, 
moves to attract foreign invest- 
ment, improved social programs 
and farmland reforms.

that’s shrinking for a sixth 
straight year.

Digital graphics capture Jerome students’ fancy

JEROME - At Jerome’s Central 
Elementary School, students quietly 
enter a room filled with computers, 
where lcs.son assignments await. 

But iasidc, arc high tccli software pro- 
grams that quickly boost c.xdtcmcnt lev- 
els, and get rave reviews from kids. 

The most prized computer has a .small 
camera and microphone perched on top 
of the monitor. The up-to^ate computer 
lab enhancements - including digital 
video cameras, a high-tech printer, a 
scanner and equipment to make com- 
pact discs - were made pos.sibIc by a fed- 
eral 515,000 school improvement grant. 

“We submined our gram request and 
were in competition with other schools 
for getting it funded, so when we got the 
approval we naturally were thrilled,” 
said elementary Principal Wilma Jones. 
Seventeen other schools received 
school-improvement awards for techni- 
cal areas, she said. 

Capturing the most interest for the 
-foiirth-through-sixth-gnuie studems-at 
Central Elementary is the small, gray, 
ball - actually a camera - perched on 
top of one of the computers. As a stu- 
dent sits in ^nt of the computer and 
punches the right keys, the camera 
begins filming the person at the key- 
board. The student’s moving image 
appears on the computer screen. 

Fifth-grader Yuyuki Laurian, 10, sat 
in front of the computer and camera, 
posed in several different ways, chose 
her favorite image of herself, locked her 
choice in, then designed a bookmark' 
using her picture and information abouL. 
herself. 

In a. few minutes she had printed out 
die creative computer art. 

‘Tt’s ca^T it’s cddl.'T'really like 'doing 
tills,” she said. 

Looking over Laurian's shoulder, stu- 
dents Eric Whalen and Brandon Weeks 
commented, “It’s pretty neat, real cool 
Now wc know how technology works 
and we can always use ii.”

Insurance won’t cost 
as much as estimated 


BOISE (AP) — Workers’ com- ' 
pensation insurance will cost 
farm employers more, money 
than their former liability poli- 
cies, but not nearly so much .as 
people feared. 

And scares about the protec- 
tion of farm laborers putting a 
strain on the assets of the State 
insurance Fund seem completely 
unfounded. 

To address concerns and explain 
wliat farmers need to do to comply 
ivitli tlie removal of tlie agriculture 
axemption from die ivorkcrs’ com- 
pensation law, two groups arc 
offering free seminars on die law. 

The Farm Bureau is halfway 
through making an appearance 
in every county in the state. Tlie 
State Insurance Fund has two 
seminars scheduled in the 
Treasure Valley tills week. 

“Tliis is all new. It’s kind of an 
uncharted area," said Ray Poe, 
farm safety programs director of 
the Idaho Farm Bureau. 

“Tliey’rc not quite sure who’s 
exempt, to what extent they need 
to be involved.” 

-Insurance costs -for - farm- 
employees will rise. Workers’ com- 
pensation insurance in the field 
crops category that will involve 
most employees, mil be about 6 


percent of payroll, up several 
points over ^ical liability rates. 

But, included in die bw diange, 
claims against workers’ compeasa- 
don end there. An injured employ- 
ee cannot pursue a negligence suit 
against the farm employer. 

Idaho uses work category rate. 

’ tables suggested by the Nadonal 
'Council on Compensation 
Insurance, which collects data 
nationwide. The number and 
expense of. claims determine 
insurance rates, which are adjust- - 
ed yearly. 

“In the agriculture area, rates 
will be coming down in most of 
the categories, and somewhat sig- 
nificandy,” said A1 Bunch, public 
• information officer for the State 
Insurance Fund. 

The rate for field crop workers 
iviil drop from $7.14 per $100 of 
payroll inT99G to $6.02 in 1997, a 
drop of about 14 percent. In gen- 
eral, workers’ compensadon rates 
will show a drop of about 5.5 per- 
cent.

BOISE (AP) — With more 
money than it has ever had — 
more even than its dominating 
rival — the Idaho Democratic 
Party wapped up the 1996 cam- 
paign with 'no guarantee ■ of 
rebounding from its worst defeat 
in two generations. 

The unprecedented financial 
support has put pressure on 
Democrats to produce a trophy. 
/\nd some fear if they cannot prove 
they are still vital after 1994’s 
drubbing, the party could be on 
the road to oblis-ion. 

Without something to show for 
it, there is little question that the 
more than Sl.G million that has 
allowed Democrats to compete for 
the first time with Idaho 
Republican.s in promoting the tide- 
et and getting out their voters 
would dry up. 

It would take a miracle for 
I*residcnt Clinton to win the state's 



wenf to a Democrat in 196-1. And. 
the prospect of any real recovery 
in the party’s decimated legislative 
contingent is just .as dim. 

Democrats have only a long shot 
at ousting GOP Sen. Larry Craig, 
althougli die chances seem to have 
improved in the closing days of the 
SI million campaign. Craig seemed 
to stumble over charges that he 
has persisted in negative cam- 


paigning after 
Democratic 
challenger 
Walt Minnick 
stopped. But it 
was doubtful 
that would 
erase the 
incumbent’s 
double-digit lead in the polls. 

But there is no .shot at all against 
popular iwo-icrm Republican 
Congressman Michael Crapo, who 
was expected to overwhelm 
Democratic newcomer John Scidl 
in southern and eastern Idaho.

Air bags: When a lifesaver 
becomes a killer 


From the Chicago Tribune 

Here is a message for every parent 
who drives: Passenger-side airbags can 
injure or kill your diild. 

It’s not a new message, but it’s one 
that isn^t being heard. And that’s trag- 
ic, because children who might have 
escaped minor traffic accidents un- 
scathed are dead because they were 
struck by an air bag.

Score one for cholesterol. 

A team of medical researchers from 
John Hopkins University School of 
Medicine in Baltimore reported last week 
that cholesterol is essential for die begin- 
ning of life. 

They said it plays a key role in the 


process of forming normal organs, limbs 
and other tissue in the embryo, the earliest 
form of life. 

While the research was done in fruit 
flies, the Hopkins researcJi team of Jeffery 
A. Porter, Keith E. Young and Philip A. 
Bcachy said it has applications to the 
development of human being-s and other 
animals. 


But they cautioned pregnant women 
against cadng fatty food to build up dieir 
cholesterol levels. 

Cholesterol docs its work so soon after 
conception that a woman is unlikely to 
know she is pregnant, they said. Besides, 
the body produces enough cholesterol on 
its own. 

In their report in the journal Science, 


researchers said cholesterol anchors a pro- 
tein knoism as hedgehog, wliich sends sig- 
nals to genes in the cHl membrane that 
trigger the normal development of the 
embryo. Without that combinadon of cho- 
lesterol and protein, researchers demon- 
strated in the laboratory, deformities 
develop in the embryo, in this case an 
embryonic fruit fly.

Enqvist takes Paris Open 


Flabby Foreman wins yawTier over Grimsley 


PARIS'CAPiyrhoinas Enqvjstr” 
his serve whistling as liigh as 125 
mph, beat French Open champi- 
on Yevgeny Kafelnikov 6-2, 64, 7- 
5 Sunday to capture the Paris 
Open for the biggest payday of 
his career. 

“I felt like I couldn’t lose,” 
Enqvist said. "I was kind of play- 
ing out of my mind. I was in a 
zone today." 

Enqvist served 20 aces, includ- 
ing four in the final game, and 
closed the match against the 
■Russbnml'h'bul\267nlnutM. 

“It was very important to serx-c 
well against him,” Enqvist said. 
Tt allowed me to play harder and 
be more aggressive.” 

Kafelnikov, the No. 4 seed, and 
Enqvist, No, 12, were the only 
seeds to get past the tliird round . 
in a tournament tltat began with 
Pete Sampras Michael Chang, 
Boris Becker and Andre Agassi. 

In winning his ninth career 
title and second this year, 
Enqvrsr earned • 5393,000. 
Kafelnikov picked up 5207,000 
and now has won close to 51 mil- 
lion in rivo tournaments in Pari.s. 
He took the singles and doubles 
titles at the French Open. 

“It’s nice to see that he could 
lose in Paris," Enqvist said. 

Despite the loss, Kafelnikov 


will move up to a career-high 
ranking of No. 3 when the ATP 
Tour list is released Monday. He 
has a slight chance to ovenake 
Sampras forthe No. 1 spot by die 
end of the year. Enqvist moves' 
into the Top 10.
